Orchestra Plans 
For Last Concert 


At 8:15 next Friday evening, May 
22, the curtain of the Memorial 
Auditorium of Punchard High 
School will open on the last of the 
three concerts given this season by 
the Andover Community Orchestra. 
In several ways this promises to be 
the most interesting of the orches- 
tra’s appearances, especially in 
view of the sustained enthusiasm 
on the part of the personnel for 
their work under the baton of Con- 
ductor George Brown. 

Far from dwindling in numbers 
under the stringencies of rubber 
shortage and the threat of gas ra- 
tioning, the orchestra has added a 
number of accomplished players to 
its roster, while almost without ex- 
ception the veterans have appeared 
at their desks for rehearsal. As the 
season has gone on, the orchestra 
has attained a unity of effect and a 
responsiveness to the baton far in 
advance of anything achieved here- 
tofore, which should make the final 
concert by far its most finished per- 
formance. 

Another drawing card should 
be the appearance of Miss Kate 
Friskin as assisting soloist. A for- 
mer pupil of Sir Donald Tovey in 
London, and often heard in recitals 
in London, New York and Boston, 
she is too well known to Andover 
music-lovers both as a concert pian- 
ist and, since 1922, as head of the 
music department of Abbot Acad- 
emy, to require further introduc- 
tion. With the orchestra she will 
play Mozart’s Concerto for Piano 
in A major, K 414, as well as a trio 
of solos. 

The program itself is admirably 
suited to an Andover audience. 
Starting with a well-known Bach 
prelude consisting of Chorale and 
Fugue, arranged for orchestra by

Phillips To Receive Four 
Color Pages In “Life” 


It won’t be the first time a pho- 
tographer from the magazine Life 
has taken pictures of Phillips Acad- 
emy, but it will be the first time a 
feature has actually appeared in 
that magazine showing Andover 
scenes.

Stock Company May Put 
On Summer Plays Here 


It’s an ill wind that blows no- 
body good, and tire, gas and auto- 
mobile shortages may afford An- 
dover residents an opportunity, this 
summer, to see, right here in An- 
dover, such plays as “Anything 
Goes,” “Pal Joey,’ and ‘“‘My Sister 
Hileen.” The Guy Palmerton Play- 
ers, a Summer stock company which 
has been producing well-known 
Broadway hits at Wayland Park, 
near Fitchburg, is at present con- 
sidering the formation of a touring 
company for weekly productions in 
Andover, Methuen and Lawrence. 

Well-known movie and _ stage 
stars, including Nancy Carroll, 
Michael Whalen, Conrad Nagel and 
Elissa Landi, would probably ap- 
pear in specially chosen vehicles 
here, and comedies, musical come- 
dies, and serious plays would be in 
the repertoire. 

Since the plays would be most 
suitably presented in the Memorial 
Auditorium, approval of its use 
must be secured from the school 
committee, which is to consider the 
matter further at its next meeting. 
Members of the committee have 
pointed out that rental fees for such 
use must be paid to the town treas- 
urer in the event that permission 
to stage the plays is granted, and 
that rules regarding smoking and

Registration for A 
cards is a bit lower, and for B-3’s 
somewhat higher than had been 
previously estimated. 

Gasoline registration has taken 
place for the past two days under 
the supervision of the elementary 
school teachers in the Stowe and 
will be open again today from 2 to 
8 o’clock, and today is the last reg- 
istration day.

Local Man Missing 
In Philippine Area 


First Class Radioman George T. 
Burridge, U. S. Navy, a native of 
Andover and Punchard student 
with the class of 1988, is missing 
in action in the Manila Bay area, 
according to word received from 
the Navy Department Sunday by 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. George 
H. Burridge of Bancroft road, It 
will not be known for several 
months whether he is killed, in- 
jured, or a prisoner of the Japan- 
ese, 

The Burridges had heard from 
their son only the day before, in 
his second letter to Andover since 
the outbreak of the war. The letter 
was written at Fort Mills, Corregi- 
dor, where he has been stationed 
since last June. 

Burridge has been with the U. 8. 
Navy for the past eight years, and 
has spent most of that period in the 
Philippines, but was sent to Cor- 
regidor on detached naval service 
when evacuation of civilians from 
the area was begun. 

Besides his parents, Burridge has 
two sisters, Miss Phyllis Burridge 
of Andover, and Mrs. Bert Stone of 
Coffeyville, Kan.

In a ceremony marking the first 
anniversary of the Merrimack Val- 
ley Guidance Association, and its 
full incorporation as a member 
agency in the national organization, 
a charter was presented Monday 
night to President John A. Brod- 
head of High street by Dr. Clarence 
W. Failor, executive secretary of 
the National Vocational Guidance 
Association in New York, and man- 
aging editor of the magazine Occu- 
pations. About 100 charter mem- 
bers of the local group were pres- 
ent at the dinner at which the pres- 
entation was made. 


Mr. Brodhead was re-elected as- 
sociation president at the meeting, 
and other officers will include Ed- 
ward C. Manning of Punchard High 
School, vice-president; Mrs. Cora

School, secretary-treasurer; and 
Miss Ruby Nason of Lawrence High 
School, corresponding and record- 
ing secretary. Herbert P. Carter of 
Lowell street, vocational counsellor 
at Mechanie Arts School, Boston, 
was chairman of the nominating 
committee, 


Reports on the year’s activities 
were given by Mr. Brodhead; Mr. 
Manning, chairman of the program 
committee; Miss Mariam Putnam, 
town librarian, head of the occu. 
pation and information committee; 
Mrs. Emma G. Carter, Punchard in- 
Structor, chairman of entertain- 
ment; Frank Gaines of Marblehead, 
memhereep chairman; and Mrs. 
sarry. 


WAR ACCENTUATES PROGRAM 


Both speakers of the evening, 
Dr, Failor and Dr. Warren C. Sey- 
fert, instructor in education at Har- 
vard and member of a special state 
commission, surveying youth prob- 
lems, emphasized that the program 
of placing students in their proper 
line of work is accentuated by the 
booming war effort, and pointed out 
that post-war problems of youth 
must be faced now. 


“We are engaged in a total war,” 
said Dr. Seyfert, ‘to which most 
Social agencies have been convert- 


Published ry Thursday by Elmer 
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ed. Guidance groups are doing a 
fine job in this field. However, 
though it is the spirit of the times 
for all agencies to feel that they 
must relate their services to war, 
some services should not be re- 
vised. They have been developed 
through years of peace, and they 
can do a great deal for wartime 
production by only’ continuing 
‘business as usual.’ ” 

Not that minor changes will not 
be made in wartime, he emphasized, 
but that the pattern of peacetime 
service must be preserved in any 
war contribution. The reasons out- 
lined by him for such a _ policy 
were: first, the hazards of helping 
young people tto grow up are much 
greater in war than in peace; sec- 
ond, there is a far greater need to 
take the burden off parents’ shoul- 
dens now than there was in peace- 
time, when they had more time to 
devote to their children; third, the 
spirit of young people is essential 
to civilian morale, and they must 
be made to feel that older people 
are willing to help them find their 
place in life. 


Enlarge Recreation Programs 

To this end, he said, there are 
several areas of service which guid- 
ance counsellors can enlarge. Rec- 
reational services must be broad- 
ened to shelter both children and 
adolescents from the “starker hor- 
rors of war.’ Possible means to 
do this, he said, are furnished by 
an enlarged resident or day sum- 
mer camping program; afternoon 
recreational centers, especially in 
cities; work camps for high-school 
pupils, to alleviate the grave farm 
labor shortage; and short vacation 
programs for people from 16 to 22 
who are not in school. 

These are not new problems or 
methods, he said, but the presence 
of war makes them larger. Civilian 
defense workers, he emphasized, 
so thoroughly organized throughout 
the country but now in comparative 
idleness, might turn their energies 
to assisting this badly-needed pro-

gram. Older young people could be 
appointed to assist them in some 
way, and get valuable training in 
leadership, though always under 
the guidance of professional coun- 
sellors. 

At the same time, he said, health 
services must be forwarded, and in- 
dustrial gafeguards, built up 
through the years of peacetime, 
must be preserved through the ex- 
igencies of war. Work and service 
experience for young people must 
also be provided; the fact that 
there are more jobs now than for- 
merly, far from making guidance 
unnecessary, make it more impera- 
tive than ever that a war position 
be held by a Suitable person. 

“Above all,” he concluded, “We 
must do what we can, in our 
schools, to stimulate young people 
in their search for a realistic theory 
of values—a philosophy of life. I 
do not advocate religious training 
in our schools by any means, but 
a more virile attack on this press- 
ing problem of moral education is 
certainly needed.” 

Dr. Clarence W. Failor, the next 
speaker, emphasized the need for 
vocational guidance workers to ’’get 
down to earth, and declare a mora- 
torium on debates and fruitless dis- 
cussions.” Statistics prove, he 
said, that 79 percent of the prob- 
lems of students center about place- 
ment and vocational matters. He 
advocatd the establishment of com- 
munity -wide central agencies in 
order that there may be no duplica- 
tion of effort by different groups, 
and an active consideration now 
of the post-war placement problems 
that will inevitably arise. 


THE MAN POWER PROBLEM 


“In a total war,” he added, “every 
available source of manpower 
must be tapped.” Both selective 
and recruiting services, he said, are 
taking adequate care of the man- 
power needs of our armed forces; 
what is more important is that 
civilian agencies see that the re- 
quirements of war industry are 
filled. Under the new War Man- 
power Commission, headed by Paul 
V. McNutt, perhaps eight million 
people will be diverted from peace- 
time occupations.” 

In this context, he offered a four- 
point program: (1) training for war 
industry, (2) offering facilities for 
educating people with less than a 
fourth grade education, (3) educat- 
ing boys for leadership, and (4) co- 
operating with recruiting and em- 
ployment offices. 

Another need, he continued, is to 
keep individual dislocations down, 
and to prepare boys who are to en- 
ter the service in a short time so 
that, when the war is over, they 
will have obtained training valuable 
to their future careers. “We must 
help students to form a balance be- 
tween their own needs and those of 
society; between immediate serv- 
ice and ‘the long view.’ 

“Keep the top third of the stu- 
dents in school,’ he concluded, 
“This country will always need a 
constant supply of trained men and 
women, In every high-school gradu- 
ating class, there should be four 
prospective engineers, two nurses, 
four physicians, and other special- 
ized workers in proportion. Re- 
member that the Nazis reject voca- 
tional guidance entirely, as _ tend- 
ing to the welfare of the individual; 
perhaps there is no more demo- 
cratic program,”

Pretty lucky, aren’t you, because 
the “B-3” should give you about 
eight gallons a week, and the “X” 
will give you all the gas you ask 
for. 


But it’s not a license for you to 
use your gasoline doing anything 
you want with it. You're being al- 
lowed that amount of gasoline be- 
cause you convinced the registrar 
that you needed it—the word is 
“needed.” If you don’t need it, don’t 
use it. If you received am “X” 
rating because of your professional, 
business or defense «activity, you 
have ihe duty to use your gasoline 
mainly for those purposes. It does) 
not give you the right to burm up 
the highways on pleasure-bent. 

A few, pitiiably few, patriotic citi- 
zens went to ithe registrans and told 
ithem that they didn’t meed their 
cars except for pleasure, They will 
get three gallons a week, enough to 
travel 45 to 60 miles. If any of you 
wiho received ia “B-3” or an “X’’, use 
your gasoline to drive more than 
45 to 60 miles per week on pleasure, 
you’re guilty of a crime, for that 
gasoline is being brought up here 


by men who are risking their lives 
out on ithe U-boat infested Aitlantic. 
Pleasure comes at a high cost un+ 
der today’s conditions. 

And you have to be pretty strict 
about ithe word “necessary” too. If 
you cam find any substitute way of 
getting where you want ito go, you 
certainly should use that. Maybe 
it’ll be a little annoyance—but it’s 
more than “annoyance” out on the 
Atlantic. Don’t even use your three 
gallons if you don’t have to. 

There have been things about this 
war that have gotten under our 
skins, The story for instance out of 
the Malay peninsula that the large 
property-owners ‘had refused to co- 
operate in scorching the earth ‘be- 
cause it would injure their property, 
fills us) with mothing but seorn: for 
that type of self-centered person, 
anid a feeling perhaps that some of 
ithe vested interests should ‘be di- 
vesitted. And yet—a lot of us up here 
in New England are planning to 
tackle the rationing board to see if 
we can't get more gasioline than: the 
registrar ‘allowed, amd when we con 
sider what’s going on in the rest of 
the world, even some of the mileage 
itihat we now consider an absolute 
necessity becomes a luxury. 


Boondoggling Again? 


A recent announcement from tie 
Massiachusetts Committee on Public 
Safiety to the effect that a ‘“moun'ted 
civilian defense unit’ under Gen. 
Daniel Needham has recently been 
formed, will probably cause great 
doubt in many minds ‘as to ithe ef- 
ficiency of the state onganization 
that, theoretically at least, is: to 
stuperviise the protection of our own 
homeisi in a war emergency.

Andover residenits remembering 
the fanrdancers and movie stars 
who were once called upon to ais- 
sist in the mational program for 
civilian defense, may well wonder 
if the jstate organization is: not be- 
ing managed in a similarly vision- 
ary and impractical manner. They 
will undoubtedly recognize ‘that 
such preposterous antics as the for- 
maltion of a squad of Texas Rangers 
by the state committee on public 
safety will ultimately cause the 
public to lose all confidence im it.

DEATHS 


John Franklin, well-known local 
civil engineer associated with the 
puilding oc Shawsheen Village and 
West Parish cemetery, died early 
Sunday morning at his home at 5 
Woodland road. 

The son of Judge George T. 
Franklin and Abby J. Franklin, he 
was born June 18, 1867, in Ovid, 
N. Y. He prepared for Cornell Uni- 
versity, but, due to the sudden 
death of his father, was unable to 
attend. Instead, he took courses in 
civil engineering and higher mathe- 
matics at home under the direction 
of Prof. Morris J. Cornell. At one 
time, he studied real estate law for 
a year in his brother's office, but 
later decided to devote his life to 
civil engineering. 

His first position was in railroad 
engineering on the Lehigh Valley 
railroad. In 1892, he was appoint- 
ed assistant city engineer of Johns- 
town, Pa. He laid out the Cedar 
Park cemetery in Hudson, N. Y., 
and later became city engineer at 
Hudson. 

In 1899, he bought the civil en- 
gineering practice of lvar Sjostrom 
of Lawrence. He designed the lay- 
out of West Parish cemetery, mak- 
ing all plans for it and designing 
the stone bridge and landscaping. 
His most famous project, perhaps, 
was the planning and laying out of 
Shawsheen Village for the late Wil- 
liam M. Wood. He was chief en- 
gineer for the American Woolen 
Company for many years. 

Besides his life-long interest in 
his profession, Mr. Franklin was a 
man of well-developed literary 
tastes, and was interested in all 
branches of science and history. He 
was married in 1895 to Harriet C. 
Wilson of Ovid, N. Y., and was a 
member and former deacon of South 
Church. 

Surviving him are his wife; two 
daughters, Mrs. William P. Foster 
of Andover, and Mrs. William P. 
Lowell, Jr., of Newburyport; and 
four grandchildren, Phillips, Mar- 
jorie, and John Foster, and Virginia 
and Harry Lowell. 

The funeral was held from the 
late home at 2:30 Tuesday after- 
noom, with services conducted by 
Rev. Frederick B. Noss, minister at 
South church. Mrs. Albert Curtis 
was soloist at the services, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Frederick C. Smith. 
Committal services were conducted 
by Rev. Mr. Noss at the family lot 
in West Parish cemetery, where in- 
terment took place.
